Mr. Untermyer Discovers The Courts 
i 


A 


FEW weeks ago Samuel Untermyer had a controversy with 
Samuel Gompers over the courts. The former trusted them 


and the latter distrusted them. Mr. Untermyer was much 
grieved that anybody should believe that the courts are capable 
of being used by those whose power is derived from their prop- 
erty holdings. 


In a letter to Attorney General Newton, Mr. Untermyer ap- 


pears to have modified his view of the courts. 
Supreme Court 


Justice 
Alverson of New York refused to impose prison 


sentences on John T. Hettrick and Charles G. Witherspoon, who 
were convicted of conspiracy in restrain of trade. 
A fine of 


$500 was imposed on each, whereupon Untermyer, in disgust, 
suggests that the remaining suits should be dropped. 


Even "a sneak thief's business is a gentlemanly occupation 


by comparison with what these buccaneers did," writes Unter- 
myer. "We have not failed to convict a single case in the state 
courts. The trouble has been and is that after months of effort 
in each of these cases and the expenditure of large sums of 
money and after securing prompt convictions, the courts refuse 
to punish this class of offenders." 


The courts impose fines which in many cases "amount to 


about one-tenth of one per cent or less of the profits they have 
made by 'holding up the public.' " lie complains of "instance 
after instance showing the futility of the law" and is convinced 
that "the most that can be accomplished by criminal proceed- 
ings is to reach a few scapegoats among the smaller men in in- 
dustry." 


In short, this letter to Attorney General Newton is prompt- 


ed by the conviction that the courts have a tender feeling for the 
big "buccaneers" and that it is practically useless to try to ob- 
tain prison sentences for them. The courts "refuse to punish 
this class of offenders." The smaller offenders serve as "scape- 
goats," who are punished, which becomes "an encouragement 
instead of a deterrent" for the "bucaneers." 


Whatever may be said of this letter by Mr. Untermyer, it 


is certainly committed to the view that courts and judges are 
swayed by the influence of men having large wads of cash, 
which lend respectability to their breaking of the law. Mr. 
Untermyer is learning by practical experience what many have 
learned thru bitter experience years ago.

From Him That Hath Not 


T"\ESPITE the rumbling in labor circles an effective strike as n 
JL/ consequence of the cut in wages ordered by the United 
States Railroad Labor Board is improbable. The reason is the 
board has reduced the wages of those employes who are least 
able to resist. 
The powerful brotherhoods which could 


paralyze transportation arc not affected by the reductions. 
They have no serious grievance of their own and they are not in- 
clined to fight the battle of others. 


It is true that the Brotherhood of Maintenance of Way Em- 


ployes and Railway Shop Laborers will ballot on the question of 
a strike. This union is superficially very large, claiming some 
478,000 members. The maintenance of way men, however, are 
imperfectly organized. In its present form the brotherhood is 
a new union. Its treasury is not bulging with gold, and the 
leadership is relatively inexperienced. In comparison with the 
associations built up by the engineers or conductors or firemen, 
the maintenance of way union, in spite of its size, is feeble. It is 
unreasonable to imagine that such a group of loosely united la- 
borers can act together in a vigorous manner at this time. 


The shopmen, who are also threatening a strike because of 


unsatisfactory shop rules as well as because of the cut in wages 
they fear the labor board will mete out to them, arc much more 
powerful. They can fight back, as they have shown upon more 
than one occasion. In part, their grievance arises from the 
weakness of the labor board, which has boon successfully cir- 
cumvented by some of the railroads. The shopmen especially 
are agitated by the device adopted by a few carriers of contract- 
ing with separate corporations for the performance of repair 
work. This provides a deviou^ way around the provisions of ihe 
transportation act. So far the board scorns not to have found 
any effectual weapons to use against those railroads which in 
this and other way* desired to Haunt its authority. Still, the un- 
rest among the shopmen is based on action which It is ruprosod 
the labor bor.rcl will take-.
